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T the late Seſlions holden for the 
City of Londox and County of 
Middleſex, there were Five Per- 
ſons received Sentence of Death , 
three Men and two Women, Of | 
the Mcn one was for Murther ; another. for a 
Rape, or beaſtiy abuſe offer'd to a Child un- 
det ten years of Age; and the third being a 
Soldier, for ranniog away from his Colours. 
Thetwo Womea were condemned for ſeveral 
Robberies, which they had long praQtiſ-d ; 
but by the Mercy of our ever Gracious Sove- 
raigy, three of the five obtained the favour 
of a Reprieve. 

The moſt remarkable or notorious of thoſe 
that ſuffer'd, was Fabian Price, a Souldier,apd 
one who for a conſiderable time had been of 
that imployment, baving been inthe late Ex- 
pediticn againſt the Rebels ig Yirginies | 
where, as ſome ſay, he ia Diunken — 
ome 
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ſome Humours NG 7 ſome Crimes that 
were like to have render'd him obnoxious to 
Capital Puniſhment from the hasds of Juſtice. 
But whether that be true or not, tiscertain he 
himſelf could not deoy but he now ſuffered 
juſtly, for caking away the Life of another, 
who endeavoured to afliſt and help him, as 
far as he was capable. That lyiog 1a a field, 
iD the way to Brexford, he was civilly, awake- 
ned by theſe three Soldiers, who being wholly 
rangers, hadno other inducement, but as he 
was their Fel!/ow-Souldier, to take him along 
with them. That he ſwore bitterly at them, 
and when they firſt came up with him, his 
Muſquet being cockt, they asked him whe- 
ther it were Chargdz he replyed with an 
Oath, Te, and that with BuPet as wel 8s Pow- 
ders and that after all this he cockt again 
privately, and on a ſudden diſcharged it upon 
them, ſhooting one of them into the Belly 3 
whereof, without ever ſpeaking a word, he 
inſtantly died. All theſe Circumſtances, I 
ſay, were evidently proved by three Witneſ- 
{ſes at his Trial z and ail that he had to plead 
for himſelf was, that he was in Drink when he 

he did it, |
